Arouses Safety Director 
Dayton, 
To Gall 


OFFERS TO SERVE GRATIS 


Or Donate Half His Salary 


to City Hospital if Coun- 
cilmen Will Do Likewise 
-—Bonham Accepts Defi, 
But No Other Responds. 


, Safety Director Carl Dayton gave 
notice to the city council last night, 
that he would not tamely submit to 
a cut in his salary, and after threat- 
ening- to get a referendum petition 
on the ordinance making the reduc- 
tion, if it were "passed, he told the 
body to go ahead and "shoot." The 
proposed cut is from $600 to $300 
per annum. 


The ordinance was read for the 


.first. time, and when remarks were 
called, Mr. Dayton who had one of 
the seats inside the rail reserved for 
city officers, arose and said that he 
thought he was the one most vitally 
Interested in the proposed legisla^ 
tioh: 


• "I don't know what is behind this 


ordinance nor the animus which pro- 
jects it, neither what it is intended 
to accomplish. Is it economy in the 
expenditure of city 
money? 
Well 
that won't do, as I will show you by 
a .few figures. I have in the ordinary 
course of human events a year and 
a half to serve, and by cutting my 
salary-$25-per month the 
council 


will have $450. But J. have enough 
friends I believe to get a referendum 
| on the ordinance, and I believe that 


the people will see my position more 
(clearly and the true hidden meaning 
behind the measure will become ap- 
. parent. This will mean 
a 
special 


election and Election Board Clerk, 
Michael Sachs, informs me, that will 
cost in the neighborhood of $1250. 
So .if economy, is .'the cry ymu.-see it 
. will riot be a saving but an addition- 
al' cost, so go ahead and shoot, and 
we will see what the people think." 


'Dr. C. F'. Legge, 
councilnian-at- 


large speaking in favor of his ordi- 
nance said that he believed every- 
body who had any conception of the 
duties of the Safety Director, were 
of. the opinion that ?600 per 
year 


was an exorbitant salary; that be- 
fore Mr. Dayton's time 
competent 


men had heen found to serve at $25 
per month. 


•"Besides the director's salary there 


is attached $300 per year for clerk 
hire and the; clerk's duties are not 
heavy enough to require him to be 
in his .office • even part of the time. 
and I believe a stop should be put 
to this kind of public expenditure." 


Director Dayton came 'back by say- 


ing that he had no doubt some men 
could-be had for $25'per month, but 
he never found it economical to hire 
cheap help at the expense of compe- 
tence. 


'"However to show I am game, I 


will serve the city for nothing the 
rest of my term, and give the other 
half of- my salary -to the City Hospi- 
tal if every councilman will agree to 
give half of his." 
• "I'll take you up on that proposi- 


- tion," shouted 'Councilman Bonham, 
hut no other councilman volunteered 
and the ordinance was referred to 
"the. safety committee. 
'.' The Buena Vista street paving or- 
^dinance came up for final passage 
'and it was evident that council was 
determined to dispose of this pesti- 
ferous piece of legislation, which 
lias been. hanging fire for a 
long 


time. Some of the people on that 
street want the pavement laid of one 
jnaterial, some of another but the 
ordinance provides for briek. It was 
'suggested that brick paving past the 
.hospital would be too 
noisy,

Councilman Rexroth said 
he 
had 


been to a large city hospital recently 
•where brick pavements

The detective 
chief is welcome at our house any 
time. I hope he can find the person 
who murdered Mrs. Bailey, and

will give him all the help I possibly 
can."

said that sympathy caused the public 
to side with criminals on trial ant", 
that there was a general disregard 
for law in this country. 


"Hard losing, 
complaining law- 


yers are too much inclined to 
try 


their cases in the newspapers," he 
said. 
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Cedar P.oint, O., July 7.—A fight 


was brewing among lawyers 
who 


gathered here today to attend the 
opening session of the Ohio 
State 


Bar Association's meeting, over rec- 
ommendations which, the committee 
on judicial administration and legal 
reform will make late today.

Other recommendations which are 


being discussed today are: That only- 
persons who have been admitted to 
practice law be allowed by law to be 
court judges. 
That 
territory 
in 


court of appeals districts be re-ar- 
ranged or increased in number to 
facilitate disposition of cases. That 
any judge of common pleas or ap- 
pelate court accused of having men- 
tal bias in any case by a party in- 
volved in the suit, shall be replaced 
for' the particular case by another. 
judge on order of the chief justice 
of the Supreme court. 


That the present new mechanic's 


lien law be amended to'provide bet- 
ter protection to owners of property 
and those holding mortgages. 


That the state supreme court be 


qualified to establish uniform prac- 
tice for all state courts. That mere 
technical branches of fire insurance 
contracts be made null as .defences, 
against payment of the. first, loss; 
making only actual breaches of con- 
tract which are direct causes of the 
fire ground for contesting payment. 
This recommendation was made last 
year but not acted upon. 


Another suggestion that any. per- 


son who solicits and. prqcures an inr. 
surance contract shall be considered 
an agent of the company, Is made 
without recommendation.

The Earth's Interior. 


That the Interior of the earth Is in- 


tensely hot Is proved by the increase 
In temperature observed In deep mines 
and in even deeper borings.

But the scien- 
tists, who maintain that the earth's in- 
terior is not fluid but of the consistency 
of steel, are probably correct just the 
same. Matter, when under great pres- 
sure, may be rigid even at enormously 
high temperature. The interior rocks 
of the earth may be heated to several 
thousand degrees and still be solid. 
When pushed tip to the surface by vol- 
canic action and relieved from pressure 
these solid, though superheated, rockg 
would become immediately liquefied. 
The practical deep well borers, who 
find that their drills are softened by 
the heat of the lower strata, have not 
got the laugh on the theoretic savants.

county in the state to Newark. It will 
be .that of the State Rural Letter Car- 
riers' Association, and will 'he com- 
posed of 250 delegates, who will.be ac- 
companied by other carriers, 
prob- 


ably to the number, all 
told, of 800 


people, who will be Newark's guests' 
for three clays. 


The establishment of the rural de- 


livery throughout the states of 
the 


Union marked one of the 'greatest ad- 
vances Jh the history of the country. 
It (brought the fanner into daily con- 
tact with the world, a condition "which 
his situation before had not permit- 
ted. In the days -before this move- 
ment was inaugurated 
the 
farmer 


would get 
his :nail 
once a week, 


while often two weeks •iviiicl elapse 
before his duties on the farm, during 
the busy season, would permit him to 
take a short holiday to do his shop- 
ing and get his mail. All this lias 
•been changed, and the daily mail not 
only permits him to keep posted on 
the events. Of the day as they occur, 
but as well gives him the. opportunity 
to save himself trips to the town by 
sending in, through the carrier, 
for

him carry on his work. Broken ma- 
chinery parts are replaced without it 
being necessary for him to leave his 
home, and he gets what he needs in 
a day's time: family necessaries are 
easily procured and his household 
supplies are .kept up by the 
same 


means. 


In former days he was dependent 


upon his weekly trips, .for 
news of 


what was going on throughout 
the 


world, and often news would be old 
before he learned of what was hap- 
pening. All this has been changed by 
means of the rural delivery service. 
and the rural letter carrier Comes as 
a good angel to bring to thp farmer 
the light of intelligence and knowl- 
edge. He is the connecting link be- 
tween the agriculturist and the world. 
and as such becomes a great factor in 
the advance movement of the world. 


The rural 
delivery 
service 
was 


started in 1S9S with 14S carriers and 
who covered a daily mileage of 2,P60 
miles, at an annual cost of $50,241. 


• Today it embraces over .42,685 car- 


riers who cover :ciaiiy 1,028,603 miles,- 
while the annual expense amounts to 
847,298,169. 


Their duties keep them out in all 


kinds of weather and demand of them 
arduous labor in their rounds. 


Ohio has 2,538 routes, aggregating 


60,400 miles in length, with an aver- 
age of 23.SO miles to the route, being 
twenty-seventh in the list of states 
for the length. 
Illinois, 
with 
2.S5G 


routes, has an 
aggregate 
of 
t)9.'.*54 


miles, 
with an 
average Of 24.1S 


miles to the route, while Nevada has 
hut four rovites with an aggregate of 
So miles and an average of 21.25. 


The government is insistent 
that 


the roads over which its representa- 
tives travel daily shall be in fairly 
good condition so that no especial 
hardship shall be permittee! upon the 
.-men who are daily traveling them in 
the interests of the public, and this 
action of the government is having 
its influence on the Good Rads move- 
ment of both.state and nation. This 
is hut fair and just to the carriers as 
well as a big help to the general pub- 
lic. An .addition to the labors of the 
carrier. ha.s 'been made by the instal- 
lation of the parcel post feature of 
the postoffice department, but this has 
also in a measure, been beneficial to 
the agricultural community, for it en- 
ables those engaged in tilling the soil 
and raising, .vegetables and chickens 
to market tfieir products without 'be- 
ing compelled to leave their Homes 
in order to do so. It simplifies pro- 
duce trading to a great extent but 
it also works, an additional hardship 
on the carrier. This he bears 
un- 


complainingly, as he realizes that it 
is for the good of humanity. 


Taken all in all the life oE a rural 


carrier is not a bed of roses by any 
means, nor is it the snap that a per- 
son might think who sees the car- 
rier start out in the morning of a 
-bright, sunshiny day in his wagon 
going on his rounds and carry rn.es- 


with a chance for permanency which 
would warrant them in taking it 
as a life work. As a result there has, 
within the past 
feiv years, been a 


great chance in the personnel of the 
list of carriers, and the younger men 
now outnumber 
those 
who 
have 


grown gray in the service. 


This is to be expected, as it is the 


way of the world. The younger and 
more aggressive element forces 
the 


older ones out of their way that they 
may make room for themselves. The 
service rendered by the older carriers 
now in actual work is in every way 
as effective as that of the younger 
men and they are holding their own in 
the work. This is accounted for by 
the fact that the older 
ones 
have 


grown into the service and are thor- 
oughly qualified and experienced to 
do the work.

He made a plea for increased sal- 


ary for professors, whom he termed 
finders of new knowledge and

of girls in the care of the baby and 
the general hygiene of the household 
institute while primarily founded to 
safeguard the health interests of the 
cities of Lasalle, Peru, and Oglesby, 
is directly affiliated with the school. 


"It is hopefully augury

ultimate success of our Democratic 
system of education that the social 
center of this school is supported en- 
tirely by the taxes of the people in 
this mining and industrial commu- 
nity."

Polltlclaus have already begun to spec- 
ulate upon the importance of carrying 
the house of representatives this fall 
In case of a three cornered fight In the 
presidential election of 1916. Should 
there be three tickets Iu the "field, aa 
in 1912. and these tickets should be 
anywhere' near evenly balanced, none 
would secure a majority In the elec- 
'toral college, and the choice of a pres- 
ident would devolve upon the house of 
representatives." 


In that case the election would be by 


states, and each state delegation would 
cast one vote. Consequently it Is Im- 
portant for some party to secure a ma- 
jority of the states by delegations. It 
would not be surprising to see the elec- 
tion waged upon these lines. 


Democrats Have an Advantage. 


Owing to the split In the Republican 


party the Democrats will have an, ad- 
vantage in securing state delegations. 
They will start with sixteen states 
from the solid south, in which they 
are sure to control the delegations. 
They will only be required to ele'ct a 
majority of the members of congress 
In nine of the states in order to have 
the twe«ty-five, which would control 
the house if the election of a president 
should be thrown into that body. At 
this time the Democrats can easily 
count the nine states that they are 
sure to carry. 


"Delightful Uncertainty." 


During one of the factional discus- 


sions of the rules of the senate. Vice 
President Marshall said "it reminded 
Mm of a remark of a Kentucky law- 
yer who said that 'the crowning glory 
of the practice of the law was its de- 
lightful uncertainty.' 
Rulings have 


been made on both sides of this ques- 
tion." continued Mr. Marshall, "and 
the chnir thinks he has ruled on both 
sides and decided both ways. 
The 


chair is not going to decide 'it again. 
Rather than have the Record disclose 
the fact that the chair has ruled on 
both sides he will submit it to the sen- 
ate." 


A Disturbing Question. 


A question which seriously disturbs 


the Democrats while they are in con- 
trol is that ever present problem of 
race. Although President Wilson was 
born south of the Potomac river and 
lived a long time in Georgia, he does 
not seem to have acquired the intense 
feeling of the average southern man 
on the race question. President Wil- 
son insists upon appointing colored 
men to office, although he is opposed 
in this by nearly every southern sena- 
tor. 


In the house a number of bills have 


been introduced providing for the seg- 
regation of the races employed in the 
different departments. 
Congressman 


Park of Georgia has introduced a bill 
making it unlawful to appoint as com- 
missioned or noncommissioned officers 
In the army or navy any persons of 
the colored race. Of course these bills 
have no show of passing, but they in- 
dicate the feelings of the southern 
men. 


Bristow's Awful Suggestion. 


Senator Simmons of North Carolina 


was trying to call up the river and har- 
bor bill in the senate when Senator 
BrJstow of Kansas objected. "There 
are bills on the calendar of far more 
importance than the river and harbor 
bill," declared the Kansas senator. 


"What bills?" asked Senator Sim- 


mons with amazement, while other sen- 
ators were almost aghast at the awful 
suggestion that any ordinary -bills 
could be deemed more Important than 
that which appropriated large sums for 
rivers and harbors in so many states 
and districts. 


Navy Is National. 


It would be natural to suppose that 


only congressmen living in states bor- 
dering on the sea would be interested 
in the navy, but such is far from the' 
truth, particularly in the house. For 
the past sixteen years the chairman 
of the naval committee in the iouse 
has been from an inland state. Foss of 
Illinois served a greater portion of the 
time and now Padgett of Tennessee Is 
chairman of that committee. It is also 
a fact that men from the interior states 
take a great deal of interest In the 
navy. 


"Grape Juice Period." 


"History will denominate this as the 


prape juice period in politics," remark- 
ed a man at the capitol_jeho had just 
read about grape juice' going aboard 
the battleships to take the place of 
booze which Secretary Daniels had pro- 
scribed. He also alluded to the prom- 
inence which Secretary Bryan had giv- 
en to this nonalcoholic beverage. At 
the same time there is a rumor that the 
secretary of state has become so sensi- 
tive on the subject of grape juice that 
It no longpr appears at dinners and oth- 
er soi-inl fnnctlons.
